THE SOUTHERN TERROR.! 
Taere Is great excitemen: in Memphis 
and other Southern cities in regard to the 
re-appearance 
of yellow fever. 
Two 
deaths have already occurred at Memphis, 
and these taking place so early in the 
season, give rise to the apprehension that 
the South is doomed to another fearful 
scourge. Whether or not their fears are 
well founded, eau hardly be determined at 
this time. The Memphis Board ot Health, 
while it has advised people 
to dee 
from the city for safety, publishes the 
opinion that the disease will not become 
prevalent. The city has been quarantined, 
every precaution has been taken to prevent 
the repetition of last year’s terrible scenes, 
physicians are on the alert, and the hopes 
prevail that its spread will be prevented. 
Whether these expectations can be realized, 
time can only tell. It did not break out io 
Memphis 
last year till the 14th of 
August, and 
In 
less 
than 
twenty 
days 
from 
that 
time 
it 
was 
destroying nearly a hundred lives a day. 
Wnat a month will bring forth can not be 
determined by the best physicians in the 
South. They hope to avoid the scourge, 
and every sanitary measure is being resort* 
ed to which will tend to prevent the disease 
from spreading. 
Fears are entertained that should the 
fever break out la the South, aud the 
summer costume hot, It will work its 
way 
North 
and 
begin 
its 
work 
of 
destruction. 
Experience 
and facts prove that these fears should not 
exist. The discase 
is confined almost 
wholly to towns situated on the sea coast 
or od the banks of navigable rivers,and to 
certain latitudes. Also a certain'degree of 
heat seems to be necessary to its existence, 
and the first frost puts an end to It. It is 
asiaguiar disease, and why it will make 
the most fearful ravages in the Southern 
part of the United States and in tropical 
Africa, and yet be unknown in the Indian 
ocean—why it 
should 
be 
endemic 
in Vera Cruz aud Havana, and yet never 
be seen in Calcutta or Bombay, cannot be 
explained. It visited Philadelphia in 1793. 
1797, and 1798, and carried away ten thou­ 
sand victims in theselthree years. Since then 
it has been almost wholly unknown in that 
city, and from 1820 to 1853, there bad oot 
been seen a single cise. A few cases once 
appeared in New York city—in 1822—and 
for more than fifty years it has been virtu­ 
ally unknown even in a place so filthy as 
New York. It is said that yellow fever can 
not live in places whose altitudes are 300 
feet above the level of the sea. 
It may be 
that but little faith can be pinued in this 
statement, but it does appear that the 
disease has never obtained a foothold in 
places situated at that altitude, especially 
in the Northern part of the United States 
Chicago is 578 feet above the level of the 
sea, and as filthy as some portions of that 
city are, there are no substantial reasons 
why its citizens should dread the fever 
The temperature is too varied to permit it 
to spread to an alarming extent, if it should 
reach the city at all. 
However deadly it 
may do Its work in the beath, the North 
may rest assured that it will escape its 
ravages.

AGRICULTURAL NOTES. 
The prospects for an excellent wheat 
crop in Wyoming Territory are most flat­ 
tering. 
The potato crop in California has never 
been so large as this year. Some sales are 
quoted at 25 cents per sack. 
The Maine Beet Sugar Company will 
put in this year additional machinery so as 
to be prepared to work IOO tons of beets 
Der day, during the next manufacturing 
Mason. 
The wheat crop of the Australian colo­ 
nies for 1877 ambulated to 26,000,000 bush­ 
els, the oat crop to 8,978,498 bushels, and 
the corn crop to 4,836,764 bushels. 
Irish pototoes were more generally plant­ 
ed last spring than in any season since the 
appearance of the Colorado beetle. As the 
weather has been very favorable for their 
! growth a large crop is anticipated in all 
the Western States. 
Swarms of grasshoppers are reported to 
have invaded Dakota Territory and por­ 
tions of Southwestern Minnesota, and 
Northwestern Iowa, doing great damage 
to the wheat and other crops. 
MWheat birds.” are said to have been 
very destructive to the small grain crops 
in Texas this season. It is said they may 
driven away by burning sulphur on the 
windward side of the field. 
It is estimated that the United States 
will have exported 150,000,000 bushels of 
wheat for the year ending July I, against 
62.000.000 bushels the previous year and 
76.000.000 bushels the year before.*' 
Messrs. John Bell & Sons. of Liverpool, 
who recently purchased five 
hundred 
mules in Kentucky tor transport service 
for the English army in Zazuland, have 
taken seventy head to Liverpool as a test 
of the English market for these hardy and 
useful animals. It is thought that quite a 
demand may be found for them for horse- 
railroad and other uses. 
Of the two hundred model farms in Ire­ 
land, most of them are (more than self­ 
supporting. The government outlay for 
the whole is only $30,000. One of them 
which has to pay a rental of $20 per acre 
of its land, has, for some years, realized 
an annual prolit of $3,0C3. Our Amer­ 
ican agricultural colleges would do well to 
loon after the causes oi this profitable­ 
ness. 
At the recent session of the Pennsylvania 
legislature, a law was passed to encourage 
tree planting along the highways. Elms 
are not to be less than seventy feet apart; 
other forest trees not less than Atty feet, 
and locust trees thirty feet apart. The 
qwner of property on which such trees 
are planted has his road tax reduced at fie 
rate of $1 for each lour trees so planted. 
The trees must be living one year atter 
planting, and be well protected from ani­ 
mals. Injury to such trees is punishable 
by a fine. 
Atlanta Constitution says that from the

The matter of 
friction lo farm machinery is really a se­ 
rious one to the owners, and yet we sup­

Save the Machinery. 
Prairie Farmer. 
lf the amount of money lost each year to 
the farmers of the United States by sheer 
neglect and ear* leafiness in the care of farm 
machinery and implements could be even 
approximately arrived at, it would proba­ 
bly present one of the most astonishing 
examples of waste the country has yet 
seen. Fully as great as the perquisites—to 
say stealings might be considered libelous 
—of those who have to do with the erec­ 
tion ot oar public buildings, and the va­ 
rious jobs of some of our law makers, both 
national and state. 
It would go a good 
way in paying the interest on our national 
debt. Now, considering that the working 
people ot the United States pay nearly all 
the interest ot this debt, as well as the 
principal so far as paid, and simply for the 
reason that they vote for such men for 
law-makers as the pot-house panderers 
who run the political caucuses and con­ 
ventions choose to select, and as the 
(armers of the United States compose much 
more than oni-half of this population, it 
behooves them to economize in this im­ 
portant matter of saving in the wear and 
tear of farm machinery and implements. 
Many of them are costly, and when worn, 
either from carelessness or long use. are 
not only inefficient, but expensive to keep 
even in werkiug order. We have time 
and again written upon this subject, es­ 
pecially upon the saying in keep mg them 
properly housed, aud their bright surfaces 
protected from rust, and their wooden and 
rough iron parts well painted, and will 
here only add that the makers of machines 
aud implements olten buy, particularly 
old machines, if well preserved, at enor­ 
mous prices, simply as an advertisement, 
ju s t as a piano maker does an ancient 
harpsichord, to show their customers how 
loog a piano will last. 
The chief reason why machines last so 
much longer with some farmers than with 
others, is irom care in wiping and oiling, 
for whenever bearings get worn, the play 
soon causes the machine to become recked 
from the constant shaking and jarring oi 
these loose surfaces. 
This is especially 
ti ue on all Cast-ruhuiog gears, as those of 
reapers aud mowers, threshers, corn-shel- 
lers, fanning mills, and the various feed- 
grinding powder mills in use on the farm. 
The chief cause of wear in all journals and 
bearings is either from the gumming of the 
surfaces, from the lubricators used, or from 
dirt containing grit working in. All bear­ 
ings, therefore, should be frequently wiped 
clean, 
before 
oiling, and 
every 
possible means used to protect them 
from 
outside 
causes of 
wear. 
A 
good wagoner always wipes the axles be­ 
fore oiling them. Very few also wipe the 
boxes, and yet one should be as necessary 
as the otter. It will keep the bearings 
true for a long time, and save a vast 
amount of wear aad tear for the team. 
How much more necessary then for costly 
machines as reapers, mowers, threshers, 
and grinding mills, whose usual life, as 
now managed, is now only about three 
years. 
Bearings, from the loog continued use 
of gummy lubrications, sometimes come to 
consume more in friction than dry sur­ 
faces. There is nothing better for cleaning 
such surfaces than kerosene. After clean­ 
ing. use only the best lubrications. For 
swift bearings, fatty matter is the best. It 
is poor economy to bay cheep oil. 
For 
slow bearings and journals, petroleum lu-
